Birch era* 

Whan the A T C.C. was first 
formed, It ostensibly aimed *1 
making conservatives effective 
through the approach of " studies 
m current Issues and serving ls 
a clearing house for conserva¬ 
tism" working wtthirv all political 
parties, (although Republicans 
have always controlled everything} 

Two years and a quarter of a 
mUllon dollars later they became 
a "political action group," Byttito 
lime, the original A,C.U. chair¬ 
man, former Congressman Don 
Bruce, (now deceased) had re¬ 
signed. He was fed up with the com¬ 
plete do-nothingness aftheergani- 
gallon* Bruce had also resigned 
because of the personal vendetta 
and character assassination 
launched against him by Robert e t 
B auman, the secretary of the AC U, 

Sium«) is Washington'ntmmbor 
tne Conservative punk. Bom in 
Easton, Maryland, he has had a 
strange and unusual career* Bau¬ 
man has been "minority telephone 
clerk” {a house patronage Job), 
national chairman <rf Yo u n g 
Americans For Freedom* a dele¬ 
gate to the Republican 

Hal tonal Convention and now Is 
the absentee secretary of the 
AC.U. 

Because of his some what rapid 
rise in politics and the reach¬ 
ing ol a political plateau, Baum in 
felt that he should have hoe* chair¬ 
man of the A.C.U,, not Bruce* 
When Bruce hired Don LSpsott 
as his assistant, Bauman felt 
slighted again. To get even for 
these imagined slights, Bauman 
drove Bruce out of the organtos- 
Llon with his malicious vendetta* 
U should be noted that Deo Bruce 
had cma Of the most gentle of 
personalities and Ills reputation 
for fairness and integrity was 
known by all. 

It was alto Bauman who caused

dme to resign* Do Tojedano Is 
one of the few newspaper 
colu mauls of Impeccable reputa¬ 
tion* Be Toledano stated in 
his news release, "Major policy 
dec l s i o rv 5 are made without ccn-

give tacit approval to other lr* 
respooitbta actions by A.C.U/i 
ruling clique against organisa¬ 
tions, Individuals, un.d public at Lems 
which have earned IIa petty dis¬ 
pleasure."

Henderson Emanuel, died and 
left * luge portion of fils estate 
to seven conservative organiza¬ 
tions, The executor of the estate 
was an attorney by the nam# of 
Charles W b o e i e r, Attorn ey 
Wheeler's law firm of Miller, 
Wheeler, Thompson, and Thomp¬ 
son sponsored Bauman When he be¬ 
came a lawyer* People said, it was 
Charles Wheeler who Into redded 
to give Bauman another chance 
to taka the Maryland Bar Examina ¬ 
tion which Bauman failed oo num¬ 
erous previous occasions* 

Bauman who was also the legal 
council sif the AC.U,, reportedly 
' neglected" to tell the A.C.U. 
Board of Directors the names ctf all 
seven organizations Included In the 
will. He did mention a*C.U*,Y oung 
Americans fur Freedom, (ofwhich 
he wis former chairman) and 
Americana tor Constitutional 
Action (according lo ui AC.U, 
board member)* All three of Ibese 
organizations work very closely 
together, have overlapping spon¬ 
sor e and directors, and all were 
"approved" at by and are closely 
connected wttfi Bauman. 

Bauman hoped to have the estate 
divided among fits' 1 own " thr« or- 
ganlietkXtf named in tbe wtlL Ban- 
man apparently UetitohLf spcfiior, 
attorney Wheeler telling him some 
of the organisations were not in 
existence* Bauman hoped the! the 
estate would be divided equally 
ameng three organisations rather 
than seven, thus Increasing Die 
Bauman ’'approved'' organlcaLionji 
cut substantially* 

Homed in the will to assist 
attorney Wheelor with the execu¬ 
tion, was William F. Buckley, 
Congresgmm John Achbrook and 
Dcctajd "Buz” Lukerti, Both 
Buckley (It seems u a dumb 
mistake) and Ashbroqk (It Seems 
deliberately) named the three Bau¬ 
man approved organizations of 
AC.U*, Y*a.F* suid AC,A to re¬ 
ceive the full amount split throe 
ways* 


But Lukins, much to his credit, 
named all seven as legitimate. 
In existence and deserving of their 
1/7 share of the eslele. 

This blew the lid off the whole 
Bauman scandal. The net result 
vajf that four desen 1 mg conserva¬ 
tive organizations had to spend 
valuable time, money and effort 
in hiring lawyers to gel their 
1/7 share of the large estate* 
Although srttled out of court, many 
innocent people's reputations were 
still dirtied because at Bauman. 
For some strange reason, Con¬ 
gressman Ashbrook Interceded and 
protected Bauman. 

Tbe second part of deTolrtano** 
riory deals with a planted news¬ 
paper Item. The Item was planted 
by Baumau and ClurUn "The Fink" 
McManus, director of Americans 
for CoiuUtulicuuJ Action.

1o insure fair and sometime* good 
publicity. Needles* to say, all oi 
McManus' competitors take It an 
the chin from Group Research 
while McManus Elands out like 
a sore thumb* always getting mild 
praise and/or straight news 
stories about hlmsolf and th& 
AC. A. Ever f Inc a Evans and Novak 
exposed his "Romney letter" 
Ale Manus has frequently spilled hi* 
guts to them to insure good public¬ 
ity and lo hurt his competitors. 

Probably Bauman’s wildest 
escapade occurred when he conned 
General Bonner Fell era, head of 


the now defunct Citizens Foreign 
Ad Committee, Fellers believed

Hitler developed a number of 
important propaganda principles In 
MEIN KAMPF, Tto chap! arc "War 
Propaganda'^ r< The Significance of 
the Spoken Ward 1 *, and "Propa¬ 
ganda and Orginixatian 1 ’ demon¬ 
strate Hiller's great un a erst and - 
Ing of social psychology. Most 
anti-Naals and Naais alike who 
read MEIN. KAMEf concentrate 
mainly on Hitler's ideas about 
race and foreign policy, They 
usually Ignore or fall to under¬ 
stand Hitler's Ideas on propaganda. 

Intellectuals and especially 
pseudo-intellectuals a re often to ri¬ 
le mpiiou* trf effective propaganda. 
They ire highly Intolerant of emo¬ 
tional appeals which reach into the 
hearts of the masses* IHUer dad 
harsh words for these people In 
MEIN KAMFF; "...wily that Intel- 
lettusJ comes into question who

JecUvlstS", Constitution all sts. 
political Christians, free enter¬ 
prisers, Nordic racialists, and Na¬ 
tional Socialists alike all "dotheir 
own thing." Each group has an 
lb dependent s ya I e m of v alua s whlc h 
could never be understood or ac* 
copied by the general public. Most 
rightists put out esoteric pro¬ 
paganda geared to their own the 
particular groups value system, 
rather than to values which could 
t* understood and accepted by the 
masses* Power c in ertly be reached 
through the misses.

SUCCESSFUL LEADERS 
It is necessary to look back 
into history io study two political 
Leaders who successfully gained 
power in th* face of string op¬ 
position. Regardless of their 
ideology* both gained political 
power through similar propaganda 
methodology. Both men hid a 
strong will, to power which could 
hold together and direct 1 highly 
functional political organisation. 
Both completely underrtKKi: the 
tUbJ importance of propaganda 
and Its necessary separation from 
the rigid rules of intellectual 
ideology. Both understood the 
necessity of effective speech in 
arousing the messes. V.I. Lenin 
and Adoll Hitler made It Into power 
because they ware both thoroughly 
politicai and well educated Ln the 


political Ideology. In fact, Lenin 
later admitted to his parly cohorts 
(alter I &n> that he had conducted 
a "bourgeoise revolution" gain¬ 
ing political power with the help 
of many who had foughl to get 
A llllle private property of their 
own. A Jew years after that when 
the party was firmly entrenched 
In power, ll corrected Lenin’s 
dev let Jon and confiscated all 
private property. The Important 
point to remember is that Lenin 
and Mi party used mass 
propaganda to Ht into po wer "and 
oncVHfEv y w e re lh po hp r I hey 
B^e nVTQ push their ideology ua^m 
tbit throats of the newly enslaved 
Russian population.

Lenin worked for 
twenty year* to tail] d Ms Organlea- 
tlon and was able to succeed be¬

Cults therefore produce 
esoteric culdst Ideological propa¬ 
ganda which Is inherently pelf de¬ 
feating In tae realm of politics, 

PerpetuaHog the religious wor¬ 
ship of, an Ideology, a conspiracy 
theory, historical outlooks, or of 
fallen heroes Is actually the mani¬ 
fest function of many rightist 
groups. Political distortion and a 
total failure lo ever obtain power 
is tae Latent dysfunction of these 
tame groups. 

Sonic groups spend all of their 
spare time rewriting history and 
"education?” people about taa root 
causes of today's Lroubles. Some 
people spend their entire lives 
preaching about the Illuminati and 
tte beginnings before tat French 
Revolution. Others spend their 
time proselytizing about THE 
PROTOCAL5 OF THE WISE MEN 
OF ZION. And still others spend 
their lime looking under their 
beds for Communists when (heir 
obvious tod most dangerous 
enemies ate the liberals who con¬ 
trol America. (To be sure, l am 
just as closed to Communists 
af I am lo liberals, bul success* 
ful politics requires (hat one be 
able to properl) tope rale and 
classify his politic al enemies!

An obvious analogy can be drawn 
to rtghltet polities.

in American society. Many of the 
previously discussed cult Isis 
would no doubt like up arm- to 
save the White race. They would 
probably fall because they bad tuA 
previous3y organised sufftdent 
numbers rt fighters, No para-mili¬ 
tary organization can succeed 
without affective politic M direc¬ 
tion. Cultte! s can not suddenly do* 
velop® political talents overnight. 
a race war will provide us with 
a good opportunity la organize*

leadership. If we fill, our people 
will be destroyed. 

The third threat comes from the 
probability of a severe financial 
crisis, A financial collapse vault! 
spell revolution to the streets or 
A morlc i* It might come In com¬ 
bination with tracewar*Ec(viomtc 
Mllapse would provide rightist! 
wilh ((Mir greatest political op¬ 
portunity In American history. 
Talented political leadership could 
gain a mus following from the

The fourth threat Is by far 
the most subtle and therefore the 
most dangerous for the American 
people. If the liberal establish* 
ment can get together with Its 
Soviet and Chinese allies topre- 
vent an atomic war, and the racial 
and economic crisis can be some, 
how kept under control, they are 
very Italy to set up an absolute 
Orwenian*t)pe dictatorship* This

Of ewittij they could always

Although Ws army was mute vp 
mostly of native Persian troops, 
the Creeks were Ms army's back¬ 
bone, being the best. This is what 
the Anabasis Is about. The events 
& which took place about seventy 
yean before Alexander of 
Macedonia (the Great) IfaoIJy coo- 
Otiertd Persia. 

The rebel imy of Cyrus met 
the Persian King deep in Persian 
territory at Cunaxs which Is near 
Bftfcytai. 

Although many times Mitaum- 
bered fae Creeks led ihe troops 
that smashed the enemy and wioo 
the battle. However Cyrus was 
slain In the battle end his whole 
army was pardoned and went over 
to King Artaxerxes tl. The Crock 
generals who went to the Ferelan 
King to negotiate wire treacher¬ 
ously murdered. 

There were 13,000 Greeks 
trapped 600 miles in their heredi¬ 
tary enemy's territory. Leader- 
less, without supplies, wituooi cal¬ 
vary (they were slUnlamryJ, *Uh* 
out guides, surrounded by 
numerous Persian armies, and 
cut off from the Greek city of 
TrapMus fTreblMod) on ihe 
Pontes Euxtnus (Black Sea) by 
numerous mountain ranges and 
broad rivers, aAdamUtlon Persian 
troops, the situation was bleak, 

Put these were not a bunch of 
whfanfag sissy conservatives or 
slobbering Liberal faggots. They 


were Greeks ot Hellas who were 
made of sterner stuff, whose West¬ 
ern Spirit Ml unconquerable, 

The erihy quickly elected new 
generals. They captured enemy 
horses.

Tn discus sine Use a) policy, 
the report now states, "‘The warp¬ 
ing of land-use regulations to help 
solve some public financial pro¬ 
blems has been called fiscal zon¬ 
ing. Some actions are aimed at 
Increasing revenue; others are 
taken lo reduce or to avoid addi¬ 
tional expenditures. It can often 
be demonstrated that what seems 
to give an Immediate financial 
advantage* actually creates a fi¬ 
nancial disadvantage Ln the future. 
The desire to avoid additional 
public expenditure^ has probably 
bad an even greater effect on land- 
use control decisions. This has 
been: a primary reason for targe 
lot zoning, for the limitation or 


prohibition of apartments, for the 
restriction or prohibition of mobile 
homos, and for the excessively 
high zoning, subdivision, and build¬ 
ing cost standards thal have im¬ 
peded the provision of tow and 
moderate cos! housing. In some 
communities* the fiscal Mning 
decision Is made because the 
governing body wishes to avoid an 
Increase In taxes, vrhlch would 
be politically unpalatable* In 
others, the community has already 
reached the statutory limits on 
taxes and bonded debt, THE ONLY

menu by ad mil ting that "Expen¬ 
sive single-family housing Is spe¬ 
cified because moderate or low- 
cost housing creates more school 
expenditures than it produces to 
taxes/' Even the liberal urban 
planners recognize the real causes 
of large lot toning. The report's 
earlier assertion Uiat large lot 
toning creates automatic segrega¬ 
tion is in fact looking at reality 
through a warped mirror. While 
some forms of economic segre¬ 
gation might exist as a latent 
by-product of large lot toning, 
we deny emphatically that large lot 
toning has any direct relation to 
racial or economic segregation. 
IT IS THE AMERICAN WAY OF 
LIFE WHICH IS REALLYTHREA- 
TENED - the Idea that the more 
a man produces, the more rewards 
he should get. The report carries 
with It a direct threat against these 
rewards to the more productive of 
our citizens. The threat to the 
large lot Is clear, it Is a threat 
to the right for your children to 
have land to pla> on; It Is a threat 
to your right to have land of 
your own. This Is another basic 
American Idea - (he little piece 
of your own land. No matter how 
small, It's still your land. This Is 
something worth fighting for. It's 
quite clear that the liberals do not 
have a love of the land, and that 
they place little value upon man's 
need for Identity. For It Is our 
land that gives us our Identity. 
And even If we only own one 
square Inch of this land. It Is 
our land • our possession - which 
gives us an Individual existence. 
We the cltUens neeo COMMUNI¬ 
TIES, NOT LIBERAL-DICTATED 
COMMUNES. 

The report concludes by denying 
that the federal government Ls In¬ 
tending to get Involved In local 
land use regulation; but the pre¬ 
vious statements throughout the 
report make this denial a blatant 
lie. ine denial takes this form: 
*'We first assume that the federal 
government will nottakedlrect re¬ 
sponsibility for land-use regula¬ 
tion, that this responsibility will 
remain with the local or state 
government. THE FACT THAT 
THE FEDERAL RESPONSIBILITY 
IS INDIRECT, HOWEVER, MAKES 
IT NO LESS NECESSARY AND 
IMPORTANT." The last sentence 
shows clearly how the liberal 
totalltarlans leave the door open 
to begin their slow, but steady 
destruction of your property 
ownership rights. 

For many years, the liberals 
have vehemently denied that 
federal grants-In-aid were In¬ 
tended to establish federal controls 
over local areas. There ls one 
statement on page 72 of this re¬ 
port which clearly admits the 
liberal intentions of total control 
through grants. "Another Im¬ 
portant factor favoring increased 
federal Interest In land-use regu¬ 
lation ls the federal responsibility 
to see that grants-ln-ald to local 
communities are'USED INTELLI¬ 
GENTLY* (our quotes)/' 

The report concludes by dis¬ 
cussing federal involvement, and 
admitting that "the federal govern¬ 
ment has a clear responsibility 
for Improving living standards, re¬ 
ducing discrimination, Increasing 
amenities, conserving land and 
other natural resources, etc/* A 
key question ls exactly what Is 
meant by "reducing discrimina¬ 
tion' 1 ? This report clearly Indi¬ 
cates that the liberal definition of 
the word "discrimination" refers 
oot only to racial discrimination 
but also to economic discrimina¬ 
tion, class disc riminat tan, social 
discrimination, land use discrimi¬ 
nation, discrimination against 
factories, discrimination In pri¬ 
vate dealings, discrimination In 
personal dealings!

report goes on, "Insofar is 
achieving these national objectives 
Is impeded by the current prac- 
ilce of land-use regulation, the 


federal government has a respon¬ 
sibility for trying to eliminate the 
Impediment." What warning can 
be clearer? 

In a second report entitle "Im¬ 
pact of the Property Tax Effect 
on Housing, Urban Land Use, and 
Local Government Finance," writ¬ 
ten by Dick Krtzer, a related dis¬ 
cussion on property taxes took 
place. This report ls called Re¬ 
search Report #1 and was also 
submitted lor the consideration of 
the National Commission oo Urban 
Problems. Research Report #1 
clearly Implies a demand for s 
federal toning commission or a 
similar agency of federal control. 
This report attacks local control 
in one of Its conclusions: "The 
Incentive to planned land use for 
fiscal ends ls now, and has been 
s real one, and will continue to 
distort urban development patterns 
as long as these four conditions 
obtain in metropolitan areas (1) 
The existence of a large number 
of separate and relatively small 
local government units, (2) Re¬ 
sponsibility on the part of these 
governments for the provision and 
the major part of the financing 
of costly public services. (3) re¬ 
liance by these governments main¬ 
ly on the property tax, the base 
of which Is closely related to 
land use within each Jurisdiction. 
(4) PLACEMENT OF EXTENSIVE 
POWERS OVER LAND-USE PAT¬ 
TERNS IN THE HANDS OF THESE 
GOVERNMENTAL UNITS." Acon- 
tent analysis of this statement re¬ 
veals not just an Implied appeal 
for a federal toning commission, 
but an actual attempt to destroy 
all local government. 

Research Report #1 echoes the 
same absurdities contained in Re¬ 
port #2; In discussing land value 
taxation, this report showsaslml- 
lar Marxist bias against Individual 
property. This report proposes a 
"LAND VALUE TAXATION" on 
the value of land alone, "Irres¬ 
pective of the values of buildings 
or the lack of buildings on a 
site." The Report mentions how 
this type of taxation Ls practiced 
In other Western countries, such 
as Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand. It states, "the case for 
site value taxation ls a good one. 
The argument on equity grounds 
ls that most of the value of land 
Ls a consequence, not of actions 
by Individual owners, but of col¬ 
lective Instrument, community 
development, and population 
growth. Individual land owners 
therefore can realise large "UN¬ 
EARNED INCREMENTS" over 
time. It Is entirely appropriate 
for the community to recapture 
these "unearned Increments" by 
taxation, and use them for commu¬ 
nity purposes. There are compli¬ 
cations In this equity argument, 
related to the fact that most land- 
owners have already paid, In their 
purchase prices, for at least some 
of the unearned Increment, but by 
and large the equity argument 
makes sense. Provided that 
demand exists, H would encourage 
owners to develop their site more 
Intensively, In an effort to mini¬ 
mise tax liability as a percentage 
of curretd receipt, since additional 
investment in buildings would hot 
increase tax liability.- 
STATECRAFT feels that these 
two reports are extremely im¬ 
portant and that they reveal the 
wave of the liberal future. If the 
advice of these reports was fol¬ 
lowed, what would come to pass? 
Property owners' land values 
would be subject to the whims 
of a liberal-minded national poli¬ 
tical Ideology. DECISIONS CON¬

which it refuses to protect; toe 
liberals should accept responsibil¬ 
ity tor thedimage they are permit¬ 
ting. yet. Isn't tola attacking the 
symptom of the problem rather 
than the cause? Rather than sub- 
staling looters out of wt poc¬ 
kets by allowing tax deferrals to 
Insurance companies, shouldn't we 
demand that our tax money be spent 
on more protection against the 
recurrence of riots?

It is my duty to inform you of the resignation of our publisher, 
Daniel Paulson. Two years of working without pay and living in im¬ 
poverishment has broken Paulson's health. 


It was impossible to work at an outside job and maintain the 
activities of STATECRAFT at the same time. Paulson and I frequently 
worked seven days a week hand-rolling papers to send out to rented 
mailing lists. This tactic allowed us to get enough new subscriptions 
to publish the next paper. Unlike many rightist groups with large 
backing from "fat cats", STATECRAFT had to survive by its own sweat 
and physical labor. 


As most of you know, we have spent the last six months dis¬ 
tributing our paper to high school and college youths. We lost a 
great deal of money on this project because our fund appeals didn 4 t 
begin to cover our costs. Money or no money, it was and is VITAL to 
counteract the Marxist "underground" press which is poisoning the mind 
and destroying the morals of our youth. 

When Paulson resigned, he suggested that we cease operations 
altogether --he wanted to shut down. My close friend, Patrick Tifer, 
convinced me to fight on and not give up the ship. Tifer has had a 
great deal of political experience for a 23 year old college 
graduate. 

Tifer served for a brief time as the elected chairman of the 
National Youth Alliance. He was formerly associated with two Detroit 
operations -- Breakthrough and Counterthrust. He published his own 
magazine, THE NEW RIGHT. Tifer will be a candidate for local office 
on the A.I.P. ticket in the 1970 election. 


Recently, Tifer led an attack against the Black Communist, 
Robert Williams, during a "brotherhood" speech to white liberals, 
Williams later told reporters that the group of hecklers led by 
Tifer gave him the most trouble he had encountered since he got 
back from Red China. 


Tifer works equally well with adults and young people alike. 

He leads a large group of patriotic volunteers in the Detroit area. 
He also maintains contact with patriots all over America. Tifer has 
agreed to serve as National Action Chairman of all of our Affiliate 
groups. Tifer has also agreed to handle the mass mailings of 
STATECRAFT from Detroit. 

Our artist, Alex Devereaux, will continue to contribute his 
excellent cartoons as well as his thought provoking article. 
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I myself will continue to write and serve as Editor. I will 
also have to take, on the additional administrative duties of the 
publisher. 

Our youth project has all but wiped out our meager resources. 
Before Paulson left, he insisted on paying off a number of our debts. 

We had just enough money left to pay for the printing and mailing 
costs of this letter. 

To reduce expenses to a bare minimum)WE HAVE GIVEN UP OUR 
OFFICE AND OUR TELEPHONE. Please note our new address. Without an 
office we have to work in basements, public libraries, or wherever 
we can find working space. 

Our next issue is already partially written. We plan to print 
‘ a great deal more information about the persecution of the patriot 
Robert DePugh, We also have more information about profiteering, 
fraud, and A.D.L. infiltration into the conservative movement. 

Tifer, Devereaux, and myself are all working desperately to 
• keep going. But we can not survive without funds. As I said before, 
we are broke . 

It is personally embarrassing to me to ask for money. Especially 
since so many of you all have helped us before. However, facts are 
facts. WITHOUT.MONEY, STATECRAFT IS FINISHED. 

We decided to consult you about the question of our survival. 
Should we give up as Paulson suggested or should we fight on to save 
America? If you decide that we should fight on, are YOU willing to 
help to the best of your financial ability?

We are happy to announce that patriot Robert DePugh has had many , 
of his legal rights restored as a result of the last two Issues of 
STATECRAFT. 

DePugh has been released from solitary confinement and is now 
able to conduct his own defense. He has finally been given access 
to law books and the use of a legal runner. He now has a legal secre¬ 
tary available and the use of’a phone to contact witnesses. 

Most important of all—-the phony Kansas City charges of 
"possessing a machine gun" have been dropped. DePugh has written 
to us from Albuquerque, where he is now preparing his legal defense. 

t 

STATECRAFT was able to help DePugh by mailing out thousands of 
free copies of our last issue to patriots all over America. These 
patriots in turn put pressure pn Congress. As a result, Congressional 
pressure forced Federal prison officials to restore DePugh*s legal 
rights. ' 

In addition to helping DePugh, we managed to send STATECRAFT 
National Action Leader, Patrick Tifer, around the country to work with 
young patriots. Tifer set up and conducted a number of patriotic work¬ 
shops during the summer. We will not allow schools to be destroyed 
by anarchists. The kids were really grateful for Tifer 1 s visit and 
valuable instructions. 

We have been very active in the Detroit area. We have received 
an amazing amount of publicity for our actions. When the hall for a 
STATECRAFT rally was canceled because of liberal pressure, Tifer held 
the rally in the streets. Our street rally received nationwide pub¬ 
licity on June 23, on NBC network television. Huntley and Brinkley 
showed Tifer leading STATECRAFT patriots In a direct confrontation 
with reds and Black Panthers. 

STATECRAFT managed, on a large scale, to break the liberal press 
blackout on patriots. We have also received wire service and head¬ 
line publicity in various newspapers. The liberal press is terrified 
at our potential. Tifer has also been on TV numerous times over the 
summer. Liberal WKBD-TV was so upset about STATECRAFT that they 
repeated their editorial attacking us three times (an unheard of 
action). STATECRAFT has also appeared on WXYZ-TV, WJBK-TV, as well 
as educational television. , 
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We are now organizing student and parent resistance to forced 
busing. In fact, all of our action will now be directed against the 
atrocity of forced busing. We are also working on the next issue of 
STATECRAFT. We will have more exposes and new and better cartoons. 


The high cost of mailing out free papers to help Robert DePugh, 
plus travel costs for our summer workshops, as well as many other 
expenses have wiped out our financial resources. We have spent all 
our money on vital and EFFECTIVE patriotic action.

On Tuesday, January 5 th # a white girl was brutally 
attacked by three savages in the halls of (fit, Clemena 
High School, The school is located In fot, Clemens, 
Michigan, This beating occured during a wild melee 
which broke out on the streets in front of M CHS after 
black students disrupted a meeting between White stu¬ 
dents and the school faculty. 

The White students were meeting to air complaints 
to the school'board about a reign of black terror th¬ 
at had been going on In the school for the last seve¬ 
ral months. The school was forced to close down when 
the blacks continued their animalistic acts* 


A NYA Plying Squad immediately appeared upon the sc 
ene to organise White resistance. Plana for leaflet- 
ing of area high schools and the downtown were made 
and implemented Hundreds of KCHS students voiced thel 
r support and gratitude for the NYA and their quick 
response and help against the black savages. 

As was to be expected, the liberal-criminal cont¬ 
rolled news media loudly voiced their disapproval of 
the NYA-led student action. Such terms as 'racist*, 
•bigot 1 and ■neo-Nazi* were used to slander legiti¬ 
mate White concern for their safety and rights. This 
was merely a liberal cover-up for their anti-white bi 
as which all too often has dominated the press.

We have spent the last few months organizing young people around the 
country. Our time and money went into effective ACTION rather than pub¬ 
lishing. 

Our youth action program has been amazingly effective. At North 
Carolina State University, fifty Statecraft-led students prevented a pro- 
Communist rally. Yippie leader, Abbie Hoffman, was scheduled to speak 
there on January 11th. 

Hoffman took one look at his audience and discovered our fifty young 
patriots ready to SMASH any Red-led anarchy. The cowardly Hoffman re¬ 
fused to appear and left the university. 

In Michigan, young teen-age Statecrafters led a walk-out of hundreds 
of White students in a protest against the wave of Black TERROR in their 
school. Even the usual lying liberal press admitted that over two hundred 
White kids marched out of Detroit's Ferndale High School. 

The February 23 Issue of the DETROIT NEWS (largest paper in Michigan) 
admitted that Statecraft caused the student walk-out. Finally school 
administrators began to sit up and take notice of the physical dangers faced 
by White children at an integrated school. 

New Statecraft units have also opened up in Ohio and New Jersey. One 
of our fifteen year old members has established his own anti-drug program. 

He travels from high school to high school lecturing on the dangers of 
narcotics. 

I stated in our last issue of STATECRAFT that I was resigning as 
Publisher In order to turn over control of the paper to more youthful mem¬ 
bers. Patrick Tifer, our Youth Action Leader, has requested that I publish 
and edit one more paper to allow him and the kids to have more time to work 
on organization and action. 

The exposes in the last issue of STATECRAFT proved to be very effec¬ 
tive. One of the profiteers whom we exposed reacted to the truth with 
VIOLENCE. 

On January 17th the front door to my apartment was smashed in by 
force. Later I received several threatening phone calls trying to pre¬ 
vent the publication of a. new issue of STATECRAFT, In addition, several 
members of the STATECRAFT staff were threatened with death.

We have discovered that since 1969 , Mr, Byers ha© been passing detailed infor¬ 
mation about rightist activities to one Charles R. Baker - head of the Institute 
for American Democracy, (IAD). The IAD is a branch of the pro-criminal, pro- 
communist Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'ritfa, 

Byers is the ADL contact man who persuaded the unfortunate Dr. Oliver to go 
around attacking other patriots. 

Last August, Byers joined forces with Dr, William L, Pierce, who had Just 
been expelled from the American Nasi Party (now known as the National Socialist 
White People<s Party). Dr. Pierce is to be remembered as the man who almost 
totally neutralised the N.S.W.P.P, after the assassination of George Lincoln 
Rockwell, 

Pierce and Byers worked together to create a war between such diverse groups 
as the National States Rights Party, NATIONAL REVIEW, HUMAN EVENTS, the United 
Klans of America, COMMON SENSE, STATECRAFT, THUNDERBOLT, the John Birch Society, 
Liberty Lobby, and the American Security Council, Pierce planned to set up his 
phony "front" after these groups were wiped out in the war* 

The other night, I received information that Byers had split up from Pierce 
and was getting out of politics. The story seemed logical because we had heard 
from several sources that Byers and Pierce were fighting over who was to get the 
bigger share of ADL money. 

The only way to get hold of Byers to confirm this information was to either 
go through Pierce or to visit Byers in person (we did not have his unlisted phone 
number). Peter Reynolds, the Statecraft Security Chief and myself drove out to 
see Byers inraediately upon receiving the information. 
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When vt arrived at Eyera luxurious trailer, wb parked the car right in front 
of the trailer* I stayed in the car and Mr. Reynolds went up to ring the door 
bell. Mr. Reynolds rang the bell and discovered the door open and the lights 
on* 


When no one answered, Reynolds turned to leave aid discovered a hysterical, 
screaming Byers running at him from the street. Not wanting to converse with a 
mad man who was armed and dangerous, Reynolds walked to the car. Byers imme¬ 
diately grabbed Reynolds by the neck and started choking him to the point where 
he could not breathe. I jumped out of the car only to discover Byers* wife aiming 
a gun at my head. She then gave the gun to Byers who started shouting that he 
was going to kill me then and there. I suggested that he send for the police 
to settle the matter. 

$yers later swore out a warrant charging us with attempting to break and enter. 
The police hauled us off to jail without attempting to discover the facta in the 
case. Later Byers spread the lie that he discovered Reynolds beating in his door 
with a crowbar. The absurdity of Byers'.claim is proved by the fact that we were 
parked with the motor off in a position where we would have to back up In order to 
leave. No burglar would ever park a car like that.

I should like to make it clear that ray ovm participation in silver, consisted 
of receiving coramissions for services rendered. As the commissions were credited 
to uy account, they were immediately transferred to Conservative Viewpoint where 
they were utilized to keep our broadcast on the airwaves. There was no personal 
enrienment. Uy "Swiss bank Account - ' consists of a deficit of $7,O0J, described 
in ray petition i~ bankrupey and therefore a matter of public record. I might 
add that over $25,000 in commissions were due me and never received and are un¬ 
collectable. 

i?ow a problem presents itself. Inasmuch as 25,000 copies of Statecraft were 
circulated, principally among Liberty Lobby and Washington Observer subscribers, 
we nave been severely damaged. Carto is quite correct in assuming that we would 
lack the financial resources to answer his smear effectively. Therefore, I 
would like to suggest that you do your share in helping set the record straight, 
by notifying anyone that you feel subscribes to Liberty Lobby or the Washington 
Observer. 

So, if you '.d.11 be good enough to help us ' clear our name, ’ we will be glad to 
make this booklet available to you at five copies for $2.00.
